Woman airlifted after three-vehicle crash in Butler 

Pendleton County Sheriff Craig Peoples investigated a three-vehicle injury accident at 1:57 p.m., Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 6 on U.S. 27, just north of Butler. According to reports from witnesses, Julie Bridger, 33, of Butler, operat¬ 
ing a 2013 Dodge Challenger, was traveling south on U.S. 27 in a reckless manner. She was driving at a high rate 
of speed and swerving all over the road. Several drivers had already informed 9-1-1 dispatchers about her erratic 
behavior. As Bridger was coming down the hill and nearing Butler she crossed over the median and struck the side 
of a 1986 Kenworth K-100 tractor trailer being operated by Michael Duncan, 58, of Carlisle, Ohio. He stated that 
she struck the rear axle on the truck and then the rear axle of the trailer. Robert Yelton Jr., 48, of Falmouth, was 
traveling north in a 2010 Ford F-150 pick-up truck with his father, Robert Yelton Sr., 77, of Falmouth, when the 
accident occurred. Yelton said that after Bridger hit the tractor trailer that she came into his path causing the two 
vehicles to collide. Yelton then hit a guard rail. Bridgets vehicle spun out of control and came to rest in the middle 
of the roadway. Pendleton County Ambulance Services, Falmouth Fire Department, Northern Pendleton Fire and 
Ambulance, Kentucky State Police, Crestview Hills Police and the Pendleton County Sheriffs Office assisted at 
the scene. PHI transported Bridger to University Hospital in Cincinnati for injuries. A blood test was requested for 
alcohol and drugs but the results are not known at this time. Midwest Towing and Rodney Miles Towing removed 
the wrecked vehicles from the roadway.

Sheriff's Office 
makes arrests in 
string of burglaries 

Pendleton County Sheriff Craig Peoples and 
Chief Deputy Todd Dennie have put closure to 
16 burglary cases that occurred throughout 
Pendleton County from March to August 2013. 

Two men tried to enter two separate homes 
in the Mount Auburn and Peach Grove areas 
within twenty minutes of each other on Monday, 
August 12. Unfortunately for the suspects both 
home owners were home and able to provide 
911 dispatchers with their descriptions and of 
the vehicle they were driving. 

From that day and the next three weeks 
Sheriff Peoples and Deputy Dennie located and 
interviewed the suspects, one of which took 
them around Pendleton County and pointed out 
16 different homes that the two suspects had 
burglarized and even stated that on a few of 
them they had burglarized the home twice dur¬ 
ing that period of time. 

The suspect identified burglaries in all four 
comers of Pendleton County some of which 
they were not suspected of doing during the 
course of investigation. Not only did one of the 
suspects admit to burglaries in Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty but he also admitted to eight in Bracken 
County, 10-12 in Campbell County, and several 
in Mason County. 

Suspect Jason Parsons, 36, of Brooksville, 
Ky. was arrested for five counts of Burglary, 1st 
degree and 11 counts of Burglary, 2nd degree on 
Tuesday, August 27 for the Pendleton County 
cases and lodged in Boone County Detention. 
Michael Lewis, 52, also of Brooksville, Ky., 
was arrested in Bracken County on the same 
charges on Monday, September 2, and lodged in 
Mason County Detention. Additional charges 
are pending on the two in the other counties. 

Chief Deputy Dennie spent several man 
hours with the suspect in travelling throughout 
the Pendleton County and others in an effort to 
solve as many of the cases possible. 

"In this investigation we did not hurry up to 
arrest the suspects to only solve two burglaries," 
said Sheriff Peoples. "We were able to obtain

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School Board sots 2013 - 2014 Tax Rate

The Pendleton County Board 
of Education held a special 
meeting at 7 p.m., Thursday, 
August 29 in the media center at 
Southern Elementary. Chairman 
of the Board Mark Ross asked 
for discussion in regard to set¬ 
ting the school system’s 2013- 
2014 tax rate. Board member 
Shawn Nordheim said that per¬ 
sonally she would not consider 
any number above the Compen¬ 
sating Rate. Board Member 
Tony Spence said that he too 
would prefer the Compensating 
Rate over the other two options. 
Taking the Compensating Rate 
increases taxes by one half 
penny per $100 valuation or 
assessment over the 2012-2013 
level or by $5 per $100,000 
valuation or assessment. Mr. 
Spence said because the Board 


had aggressively lowered 
expenses the school system 
would be able to operate this 
fiscal year with a balanced bud¬ 
get by taking the Compensating 
Rate. A second option of taking 
the Compensating Rate plus 4% 
would have raised taxes by $29 
per $100,000 valuation or 
assessment. A third possible 
option would have raised taxes 
by $15 per $100,000 valuation 
or assessment. Board members: 
Daryl Mullins, William Verax 
and Mark Ross all agreed that 
the Compensating Rate was the 
best choice for the Pendleton 
County taxpayer considering 
tough financial times and the 
weak economy. 

Based on the shared opinion 
of the board members Superin¬ 
tendent of Pendleton County 
Schools Anthony Strong recom¬ 


mended that the General Fund 
Real Estate Property Tax be set 
at 61.2, which is the Compen¬ 
sating Rate and that the General 
Fund Personal Property Tax 
also be set at 61.2. The Motor 
Vehicle Tax is to remain at the 
2012-2013 level. At this point a 
motion to adopt the tax rate as 
recommended was unanimously 
approved by the Pendleton 
County School Board. Superin¬ 
tendent Strong said that the 
Board’s decision to limit the tax 
increase by utilizing the Com¬ 
pensating Rate was quite a sac¬ 
rifice because by not taking the 
4% increase they didn’t just 
give up that funding for this 
year but funding was lost for¬ 
ever going forward. So, over the 
next ten years the cumulative 
loss would amount to over two 
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Three more cases from March drug bust heard in court 


Three more defendants from 
the March drug bust were 
brought before Judge Jay Del¬ 
aney in the Pendleton County 
Circuit Court on September 4, 
2013. 

A pretrial conference was 
held for Jarrod Michael who 
was indicted with trafficking in 
a controlled substance, 1st 
degree, 1st offense (>=2 grams 
methamphetamine). A motion 
to construe KRS 218A1412 
was withdrawn and a motion 
was made to amend the indict¬ 
ment to less than 2 grams meth¬ 



amphetamine. Michael pled 
guilty on the charge. A charge 
of persistent felony offender, 
2nd degree was dismissed. A 
request to delay the pretrial 
sentencing investigation was 
filed. A four-year sentence was 
imposed concurrent with Grant 
County cases. Probation was 
denied at this time. Restitution 
was imposed. 

A pretrial conference was 
held for Jason Figgins who was 
indicted on two counts of 
charges of trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance, 1st degree, 
1st offense (>=10 D.U. drug 
unspecified) and wanton endan- 
germent, 2nd degree. A motion 
of the Commonwealth was 
made to amend to less than 10 


dosage unit. Figgins pled guilty 
on all charges. Sentencing was 
scheduled for October 16,2013 
with pretrial sentencing to be 
completed. 

A competency hearing and 
pretrial conference were held 
for Darlene Higgins on charges 
of trafficking in a controlled 
substance, 1st degree, 1st 
offense (>=10 D.U. drug 
unspecified). Both parties 
waived hearing. Parties have 
no objection to report filed of 
record. Based on the report the 
court finds the defendant com¬ 
petent to stand trial. A jury trial 
was scheduled for December 
11, 2013. Final pretrial confer¬ 
ence is scheduled for December 
2,2013. 


lifers sentenced to one year in iail 


A former volleyball coach 
found out what her sentence 
would be in Pendleton Circuit 
Court on September 4. She was 
charged with improper relation¬ 
ship with a student. 

Cassandra Rose Elfers, 21, 
of Taylor Mill was sentenced to 
one year in jail. Elfers pleaded 
guilty to a plea deal to two 
counts of second-degree unlaw¬ 
ful transaction with a minor and 
distribution of obscene material 
to a minor. 


Circuit Judge Jay Delaney 
denied probation at this time 
due to the seriousness of the 
charges. She is to have no con¬ 
tact with any minor child other 
than her own daughter without 
adult supervision. She is not to 
go on the property of any Pend¬ 
leton County School. 

Elfer's attorney Eric Deters 
said his client plans to apply for 
shock probation and is eligible 
for parole in about 75 days. 

Deters also said that she will 


not have to register as a sex 
offender under the terms of the 
plea agreement. 

She was arrested in January 
of this year after the school dis¬ 
trict became aware of rumors 
that she was involved in an 
inappropriate relationship with 
a student. 

She was taken to Boone 
County Detention Center and 
later transferred to Grant Coun¬ 
ty Detention Center.

"Washing Dishes" 


A daily chore that has plagued 
every household in America 
throughout history is washing dish¬ 
es. This task has the stigma of being 
only a female duty but our modern 
demands on the female outside the 
home has caused the responsibility 
to be shared by the male. Quite 
frequently even I must take my 
turn at the kitchen sink. I some¬ 
times actually enjoy this one chore. 
This time gives me a chance to 
unwind and even daydream. 

I have been taught that there is 
a system that should be followed. 
Glasses should be done first in the 
clean hot soapy water, followed by 
the well scraped plates and bowls 
and finally finishing with the greasy 
skillets and pans. I simply refuse to 
do dishes in cold water, and con¬ 
sider the cold gravy bowl to be the 
most despised. I love hot gravy and 
biscuits, but there is no food that 
will turn my stomach faster than to 
open the oven and find a leftover 
bowl of cold gravy. 

Modern folks almost worship 
the electric dishwasher. There are 
several advantages to having this 
appliance in the home: it has an 
attractive appearance and blends in 
well with other kitchen furniture; a 
housewife can hide a whole day’s 
dirty dishes in a matter of seconds 
when unexpected company arrives; 
and, it is considered a labor saver 
and very sanitary. (I would ques¬ 
tion the latter). 

Have you ever opened a half 
loaded washer that has been left 
with dirty dishes for a 24 hour 
period? Believe you me, the germs 
and fungi are running rampant. 
(You best not hold the door open 
long, or the green mold will need a 
haircut.) Many young house wives 
have replaced real table ware with 
paper to eliminate washing dishes. 

Back in the 50’s, washing dishes 
and milking cows, at our place was 
done by hand. All farm homes had 
cisterns or wells and electric water 
heaters were few and far between. 
Most homes, including ours, had 
no indoor plumbing or running 
water. It was stressed very strongly 


that each family member conserve 
water. The dishes were done in a 
small dishpan and rinse water was 
sparingly used. You can imagine 
how dirty the water was near the 
end of the task after washing for a 
family of eight or ten. By the time 
one got to the pots and pans, even 
an iron skillet would practically 
float. 

Farm families during this peri¬ 
od were very frugal and the dishwa¬ 
ter was saved for a special use. Most 
families raised a hog or two for 
their winter meat and after each 
dish washing, the thick water was 
placed in an old five gallon bucket 
along with all sorts of other table 
scraps such as egg shells, coffee 
grounds, cabbage leaves and other 
greasy residue to be fed to the hogs. 

I will never forget what hap¬ 
pened one summer night to the 
contents of this ‘slop bucket’ as we 
called it. As I recall we had not 
purchased our hogs for the year and 
therefore we were feeding the slop 
to the chickens. It happened to be 
mid-week and a church in the 
neighborhood was having a revival. 
The local pastor, along with a fiery 
young evangelist from the city, 
were combing the countryside 
looking for lost sinners to attend. 

All the kids at home had to take 
turns each night in carrying the 
heavy slop bucket to the chicken 
yard to pour it in a trough. This 
happened to be my night and my 
mind was always busy in dreaming 
up ways to save labor. (In fact I may 
have been just a wee bit lazy.) I was 
carrying the heavy bucket toward 
the chicken pen and was about to 
round the corner of the house 
when the idea hit. “Why not give 
the slop a sling? There is no use in 
carrying it all the way to the chick¬ 
en yard. The chickens will be out of 
the pen in the morning and they 
can pick it up themselves.” 

With this thought winning, I 
passed the corner and let the slop 
fly down through the front of the 
yard. I had already concluded my 
swing when I saw two clergymen 
walking toward the house! I missed 


the older preacher, but I caught the 
young evangelist right below the 
belt. He was dressed in white shoes 
and a seersucker suit. He immedi¬ 
ately began wiping vigorously at 
the greasy coffee grounds, egg shells 
and biscuit particles. 

I remember apologizing, but I 
do not recall whether I was invited 
to church. I later talked to a friend 
who had gone that night, and he 
said that the young preacher 
appeared very nervous and never 
got from behind the pulpit even 
when the invitation was given. 

Another incident related to 
washing dishes happened while I 
was visiting the home of a very tidy 
lady.’ Her main topic of conversa¬ 
tion always centered on her desire 
to keep everything clean and 
immaculate in her home, and she 
never failed to make the point that 
she just could not stand nastiness!’ 

Her home was spotless. She 
lived in the home with her husband 
and a six-year-old son. At the time 
of the visit, I was sitting at the 
kitchen table drinking a cup of cof¬ 
fee, talking to the lady while she 
was doing her noon dishes. 

Her husband always wore his 
overalls until they were so dirty 
they probably could have ‘stood 
alone.’ She was always after him to 
put on clean clothes, but she could 
not change his behavior. 

I suppose the son took after his 
father, because he always had a 
snotty nose and his mother, no 
matter how hard she tried, could 
not keep him away from mud and 
dirt. 

While we were having our con¬ 
versation, the son came running 
into the house and approached his 
mother. His nose was caked with 
large chunks of mucus and dirt. 

Without hesitation, the mother 
reached for the dish rag in the 
warm soapy water, grabbed the boy 
by the nap of his neck, wiped the 
matter from his nose, and plunged 
the dishrag back into the water 
with all the dishes! 

Her comment was, “I JUST 
CAN’T STAND NASTINESS!”

Pickpockets and purse grabbers 
are very active in Northern Ken¬ 
tucky and Cincinnati. Ladies,

Should the United States become militarily 
involved in Syria’s civil war? 


Let us consider some general 
points concerning war, points that 
will serve as a backdrop for answer¬ 
ing the question posed in the title 
above. 

First, some say, “War never solves 
anything.” There is some truth to 
this notion, but it is largely untrue. 
If we had not had the Revolutionary 
War, we would still be British citi¬ 
zens. If we had not had our Civil 
War, we would still have slaves. If we 
had not stood up to Germany and 
Japan, we would be wearing swasti¬ 
kas and symbols for the rising sun. 

Second, although war is costly in 
terms of human life and property 
and infrastructure, a nation con¬ 
quered often emerges from the chaos 
to rebuild and become stronger in 
the long run. For example, a reader 
sent me some pictures of Detroit and 
Hiroshima, taken during World War 
II. Detroit was prospering as the war 
plants were in full swing and many 
people from eastern Kentucky had 
migrated there and were making 
more money than they had ever 
made in their lives, my family 
included. Hiroshima was devastated 
by the atomic bomb and lay in ruins. 

Then these same two cities were 
shown today. Hiroshima has been 
rebuilt with modern skyscrapers and 
up-to-date infrastructure with high 
speed subways and fast overhead 
elevastor trains. The essence of pros¬ 
perity. Detroit was pictured with 
dilapidated public housing and bur¬ 
geoning slums. The caption under 
the picture read “Japan does not 
have a welfare system.” 

Third, the study of civilizations 
indicates that a nation that grows 
liberal and fat and prosperous, if it 
becomes unwilling to defend its ter¬ 
ritory and its way of life, will surely 
be conquered by some nation or 
religion that is willing to put its life 
on the line. A classic example: the 
Roman Empire stretched to the 
entire known world with powerful 
armies and engineers; it had an 
advanced education system for its 
time and place; yet it fell to an infe¬ 
rior people led by Attila the Hun. 
The Roman Empire fell from within 


more than from without as its moral¬ 
ity and strength of character weak¬ 
ened to the point that it was an easy 
target for tfie viciousness of Attila, 
although he was one of many causes. 

Fourth, an opponent who has 
nothing to lose and who will not 
give up is exceedingly difficult to 
defend against or to remove from the 
landscape. For example, I remember 
fighting with another boy in the 
gravels at the Elkatawa Post Office. I 
was bigger than he and stronger and 
took him down handily. I had him 
in a hammerlock and rubbed his 
nose in the dirt of the road. After 
about five minutes, his struggle 
became weaker and I was afraid that 
I was hurting him. I said, “Do you 
give?” 

He grunted, “No way!” 

Another five minutes and he lay 
still and I thought I may have hurt 
my nemesis, so I rolled over and 
walked away. 

A rock came whizzing by my ear, 
and the rascal was on his feet and 
peppering me with #57’s, yelling 
epithets. 

I actually ran from him to avoid 
having to whip him again. 

Our situation with the Muslim 
Brotherhood and Al-Qaida is not 
dissimilar. How can we fight Mus¬ 
lims who are told to kill the infidel 
in America and that if they blow up 
themselves they will go to heaven 
and have 70 virgins? Are we aware 
that they will stone to death a 
woman taken in adultery and will 
cut off the hand of a thief? 

Now back to the question of this 
article. Should we get involved with 
Syria’s civil war? This question 
moved to front and center when our 
president said that Syria had crossed 
a red line when Assad had used gas 
and killed 1500 rebels, many of 
them civilians and women and chil¬ 
dren. Sarin gas was used which 
causes a quick and gruesome death. 
Already Assad had killed over 
100,000 rebels with no reprisal from 
the international community. Why 
now, is there such uproar when only 
1500 have been killed? Gas is classi¬ 
fied as a weapon of mass destruction 


that kills all within reach, like the 
atomic bomb. Therefore, there is 
some legitimacy to President 
Obama’s contention that Syria has 
violated international law by using 
gas and should be punished. 

Would the Syrians use gas on 
Americans in the US if they got the 
opportunity, say like in a subway in 
New York? In my opinion, they 
would not even think twice. Chalk 
this concern in Obama’s corner. 

But, isn’t it a bit hypocritical that 
John Kerry and Obama and others 
in our government were so critical of 
President George W. Bush when he 
thought that Hussein in Iraq had 
weapons of mass destruction? But 
most Americans are willing to grant 
our president some latitude for mis¬ 
takes with such issues because they 
know how precarious these decisions 
are. Kind of like dancing on a board 
of upturned nails. 

But the news Sunday indicated 
that Russia and China had warships 
headed for the Mediterranean to 
stand by in case the US fires from its 
fleet which is already there. Sounds 
like party time, but I don’t think it is 
friendly! Also, I remind the reader 
that Armageddon is not far from 
Syria, but many do not pay much 
attention to the Bible any longer, 
just a book of fables, they say. 

Then, there is the issue of unin¬ 
tended consequences. Bad things 
happening that were not intended 
and we end up enmeshed in a 
ground war in the Middle East. 
Another Iraq? Obama says it won’t 
happen, but.... 

One salty northern Kentuckian said, 
“Let the Muslims kill each other and 
save us the trouble!” 

My advice to President Obama, 
“Don’t get involved militarily with 
Syria!” Go ahead and try to persuade 
Congress to approve military action, 
but make sure there are not enough 
votes to carry approval. Then you 
can blame Congress for not having 
the courage to back you when you 
wanted to show the world your 
moral strength. I think this is what 
will happen. But I have been wrong 
before.. .at least once!

As flu season approaches, 
Governor Steve Beshear and 
First Lady Jane Beshear are 
encouraging others to protect 
themselves by getting flu vac¬ 
cines.

Members of the Kentucky 
Employees’ Health Plan (KEHP) 
can receive a free vaccine now 
through November 30 at a vari¬ 



ety of participating provider 
locations, including some doc¬ 
tors’ offices, health clinics, retail 
pharmacies, local health depart¬ 
ments and other participating 
providers. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
recommends a flu shot or nasal 
vaccine spray for all individuals 
older than 6 months of age. 
People who should especially 
receive the flu vaccine, because 
they may be at higher risk for 
complications or negative conse¬ 
quences, include: 

• Children age six months to 
19 years. 

• Pregnant women. 

• People 50 years old or older. 

• People of any age with 
chronic health problems. 

• People who live in nursing 
homes and other long-term care 
facilities. 

• Health care workers. 

• Caregivers of or people who 
live with a person at high risk for 
complications from the flu and 
out-of-home caregivers of or 
people who live with children 
less than six months old. 

The timing and duration of 
flu season varies but can begin as 
early as October and last as late 
as May. It takes about two weeks 
for immunity to develop and 
offer protection against flu after 
receiving a vaccine.

Settlement will raise electric bills for some customers 


of

Residential customers 
Owen Electric will see an 
increase of about $5 a month on 
their electric bills after the utili¬ 
ty setded a rate adjustment case. 

Owen Electric reached a set¬ 
tlement with the Kentucky 
Office of the Attorney General, 
which will give the utility a $4 
million increase in annual reve¬ 
nue - about $74,000 less than 
its original request and $1.07 
million less than a revised 
request, according to the Public 
Service Commission which 


approved the settlement. 

The electric cooperative’s 
annual revenue will increase by 
about 2.7 percent. Owen Elec¬ 
tric has about 57,500 customers 
in nine counties including 
Boone, Kenton, Campbell, 
Grant, Gallatin, Owen and 
Pendleton counties in Northern 
Kentucky. 

The amount of increase for 
customers will depend on elec¬ 
tric usage but typical customers’ 
bills will go up about $5 a 
month. The new rates will take 
effect starting Sept. 1. 

The settlement leaves in 


place a rate restructuring the 
PSC approved in February 2012. 
Owen Electric’s rate restructur¬ 
ing increased monthly customer 
charges and decreased the rate 
charged for electric usage. 

The monthly customer 
charge for residential and farm 
customers already was set to 
increase on Sept. 1 from the 
current $14.20 to $17.10, with 
a corresponding decrease in the 
charge per kilowatt-hour. Under 
the settlement, the charge per 
kilowatt-hour now will increase 
as well. 

A further shift of revenue to 


the monthly customer charge 
from the usage charge is sched¬ 
uled to take effect on March 1, 
2015. For a typical residential 
customer, the change will have a 
minimal effect on the total 
monthly bill beyond the increase 
taking effect in the current case. 

Owen Electric filed its appli¬ 
cation for a rate adjustment 
March 12, saying it needed 
another $4.07 million in reve¬ 
nue to maintain its financial 
integrity and comply with loan 
agreements. The utility then 
increased its request to $5.07 
million.

Northern Kentucky joins the many memorials to the victims of 9/11 


The first memorials to the 
victims of the September 11, 
2001, attacks began to take shape 
online, as hundreds of webmas¬ 
ters posted their own thoughts, 
links to the Red Cross, and other 
rescue agencies, photos and eye¬ 
witness accounts. Numerous 
online September 11 memorials 
began appearing a few hours after 
the attacks, although many of 
these memorials were only tem¬ 
porary. 

Around the world, U.S. 
embassies and consulates became 
makeshift memorials as people 
came out to pay their respects. 
Many U.S. ambassadors have 
said that they will never forget 
the outpouring of people as they 
showed their sympathy to the 
American people and their oppo¬ 
sition to terrorism. 

The Tribute in Light was the 
first major physical memorial at 
the World Trade Center site. The 
Tribute in Light is an art installa¬ 
tion of 88 searchlights placed 
next to the site of the World 
Trade Center to create two verti¬ 
cal columns of light in remem¬ 
brance of the September 11 
attacks. It is produced annually 
by The Municipal Art Society of 
New York. It initially ran as a 
temporary installation from 
March 11 to April 14, 2002, and 
was launched again in 2003 to 
mark the second anniversary of 
the attack. As of 2010, it has 
been repeated every year on Sep¬ 
tember 11. 

The FDNY memorial wall is 
a 56-foot-long bronze wall of cast 
bas-relief bronze which honors 
the 343 firefighters who gave 
their lives in service to the public 
during the attacks. Commis¬ 
sioned by FDNY and unveiled in 
2006 as a memorial to the fallen 


firefighters, it lists all of the fallen 
firefighters names, and is installed 
in the west wall of Engine Com¬ 
pany 10 - Ladder Company 10 
on Greenwich Street between 
Albany Street and Liberty Street, 
just across from Ground Zero. 

On October 4, Reverend 
Brian Jordan, a Franciscan priest, 
blessed the World Trade Center 
cross, two broken beams at the 
crash site which had formed a 
cross, and then had been welded 
together by iron-workers. 

On October 13, the North 
Charleston Coliseum raised a 
special banner featuring the 
retired number of Mark Bavis, 
who was on United Airlines 
Flight 175. Bavis had played for 
the ECHL's South Carolina 
Stingrays, and his retired number 
hangs in a special corner, inde¬ 
pendently from the Stingrays' 
retired numbers (#14, #24) and 
awards banners (1997 and 2001 
Kelly Cup Championships), with 
the years he played for the team 
(1994-96), the date of his death 
(September 11, 2001), and an 
American flag. 

Also on October 13, The Sep¬ 
tember 11 Photo Project was 
founded. The Project was a not- 
for-profit community based 
photo exhibit in response to the 
September 11 attacks and their 
aftermath. It provided a venue 
for the display of photographs 
accompanied by captions by any¬ 
one who wished to participate. 
The exhibit aimed to preserve a 
record of the spontaneous out¬ 
door shrines that were being 
swept away by rain or wind or 
collected by the city for historical 
preservation. 

On March 11, 2002, the 
damaged Sphere sculpture for¬ 
merly in the World Trade Center 


was dedicated by the city as a 
temporary memorial in Battery 
Park City. 

Also in New York City, a 
commuter bus that was heavily 
damaged in the collapse of the 
World Trade Center was repaint¬ 
ed with a special American flag 
scheme on its sides and rear. 

On September 11, 2002, rep¬ 
resentatives from over 90 coun¬ 
tries came to Battery Park City as 
New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg lit an eternal flame to 
mark the first anniversary of the 
attacks. Leading the dignitaries 
were Canadian Prime Minister 
Jean Chretien, U.N. Secretary 
General Kofi Annan, Bloomberg, 
and Secretary of State Colin 
Powell. The same day, the Vic¬ 
tims of Terrorist Attack on the 
Pentagon Memorial was dedicat¬ 
ed at Arlington National Ceme¬ 
tery near the Pentagon. The 
memorial is dedicated to the five 
individuals at the Pentagon 
whose remains were never found, 
and the partial remains of anoth¬ 
er 25 victims are buried beneath 
the memorial. The names of the 
184 victims of the Pentagon 
attack are inscribed on the 
memorial's side. 

Colts Neck, New Jersey, 
which lost five members of their 
community, commissioned 
sculptor Jim Gary, a lifetime resi¬ 
dent, to create a memorial garden 
featuring his central sculpture of 
brass, copper, and stained glass— 
where each victim is represented 
by a colorful butterfly among 
plants in a water garden. The 
contemplative garden was dedi¬ 
cated at the municipal center of 
Colts Neck on November 10, 
2002. 

On September 9, 2003, offi¬ 
cials from Los Angeles Interna¬ 


tional Airport unveiled a memo¬ 
rial entitled "Recovering Equilib¬ 
rium" by the art and design team 
of BJ Krivanek and Joel Breaux, 
honoring those who perished in 
the September 11 attacks, at 
LAX's landmark Theme Build¬ 
ing. Three of the four hijacked 
planes were originally bound for 
Los Angeles. 

On September 11, 2006 at 
9:15 a.m., Russian artist Zurab 
Tsereteli dedicated his sculpture, 
To the Struggle Against World 
Terrorism (also commonly 
known as Tear of Grief, a 10-story 
high tribute erected on the Jersey 
City waterfront across the Hud¬ 
son River from where the World 
Trade Center towers fell. The 
sculpture is an official gift of the 
Russian government to com¬ 
memorate the victims of the 
attacks. That evening, the Empire 
State Building went dark for 11 
minutes at 9:11 p.m. in remem¬ 
brance. 

The Pentagon Memorial was 
opened on September 11, 2008, 
the seventh anniversary of the 
attacks. It is a 1.93-acre park, 
with 184 benches, in memory of 
the 184 victims at The Pentagon 
and on American Airlines Flight 
77, arranged according to the 
victims' ages, ranging from 3 to 
71. Construction on the Penta¬ 
gon Memorial began on June 15, 
2006. An additional memorial 
inside the Pentagon, along with a 
chapel, was constructed at the 
site of the attack when the build¬ 
ing was rebuilt in 2002. 

On September 11, 2009, the 
Defense Intelligence Agency ded¬ 
icated a permanent memorial to 
the seven DIA officers who died 
on 9/11 while working at the 
Pentagon. The memorial is part 
of the Defense Intelligence Anal¬ 


ysis Center on Bolling Air Force 
Base in Washington, DC, the 
largest of DIA's facilities. 

Near Shanksville, Pennsylva¬ 
nia, a permanent Flight 93 
National Memorial is in its first 
ph ase of construction, and the 
next ph ases will include a sculpt¬ 
ed grove of trees forming a circle 
around the crash site, bisected by 
the plane's path, while wind 
chimes will bear the names of the 
victims. A temporary memorial is 
located 500 yards from the Flight 
93 crash site near Shanksville. 
New York City firefighters 
donated a memorial to the 
Shanksville Volunteer Fire 
Department. It is a cross made of 
steel from the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter and mounted atop a platform 
shaped like the Pentagon. It was 
installed outside the firehouse on 
August 25, 2008. 

The US Navy named three 
ships, New York, Arlington and 
Somerset, in commemoration of 
the places the planes used in the 
attack came down: New York 
State, Arlington, Virginia, and 
Somerset County, Pennsylvania. 

The Texas State Cemetery has 
a memorial to the September 11 
victims. It is composed to sym¬ 
bolize the damaged Twin Towers, 
made with two twisted iron gird¬ 
ers that had been part of the 
WTC and salvaged from the 
Ground Zero wreckage. 

The city of Coral Springs, 
Florida has its own memorial 
dedicated to the victims of the 
attacks. It is located outside the 
Northwest Regional Library, the 
city's only public library. 

The Garden of Reflection 
9-11 Memorial is located in 
Memorial Park in Lower Make- 
field Township, Pennsylvania. 
Designed by Yardley architect 



Liuba Lashchyk, it is intended to 
symbolize light that follows dark¬ 
ness. 

Along with the few memori¬ 
als mentioned here and the many 
that are not, there is a new 9/11 
Memorial being put in place in 
Northern Kentucky in the city of 
Crescent Springs. Inside the 
Crescent Community Park in 
Kenton County, at the corner of 
Buttermilk Pike and Collins 
Road, a base has been put in 
place for the Northern Kentucky 
9/11 Memorial. The Memorial 
will include renderings of the 
twin towers that once graced the 
New York City skyline. In the 
shape of a pentagon at the base, 
the Memorial will pay tribute to 
five groups, the firefighters, 
police, the airline industry, civil¬ 
ians and the Pentagon, all of 
whom were deeply effected by 
the events of that historic day. 
The centerpiece of the Memorial 
will be an I-Beam from Ground 
Zero that was procured by the 
Crescent Springs Villa Hills Fire/ 
EMS. 

The 9/11 Memorial Commit¬ 
tee has been working for the past 
few months to turn the Memo¬ 
rial into a reality. Funding will be 
primarily through private contri¬ 
butions.

Pendleton County High School participates 
in National Suicide Awareness Week 


The week of September 1-7 
was National Suicide Prevention 
Week. Each year middle schools 
and high schools throughout the 
state of Kentucky participate in a 
suicide awareness campaign. 

The statistics can be alarming. 
The Center of Disease Control 
places suicide as the 3rd leading 
cause of death among youth/ 
young adults ages 10 — 24. More 
than 90% of youth who die by 
suicide have a diagnosable mental 
disorder, most likely depression 
and/or substance abuse, which 
are treatable if identified. 

Many people are uncomfort¬ 
able with the topic of suicide. 
Experts say that suicide is pre¬ 
ventable if youth and adults work 
together and become more aware 
of the warning signs and ways to 
get someone help. 

Pendleton County High 
School has adopted the Signs of 
Suicide (SOS) Prevention Pro¬ 
gram as a framework and resource 
for suicide prevention. The cost 
of this program curriculum and 
related materials was underwrit¬ 
ten by the Pendleton County 
Cooperative Extension Services 
and the St. Xavier Church 
Knights of Columbus Council. 

The SOS materials are framed 
around the theme that “Some 
Secrets Should be Shared”. Stu¬ 
dents are trained to “ACT” when 
someone they know may be at 
risk. ACT is an acronym. It 
stands for: Acknowledge: Listen 
to your friend, don’t ignore 
threats; Care: Let your friend 
know you care: Tell: Tell a trusted 
adult that you are worried about 
your friend. 

The SOS program includes a

training module for adults work¬ 
ing with youth. Prior to National 
Suicide Prevention Week, teach¬ 
ers at Pendleton County High 
School participated in a training 
session regarding suicide aware¬ 
ness, steps in prevention as well as 
the protocol for response to a 
student who is in personal crisis 
in their building. 

The school-wide SOS student 
campaign includes several activi¬ 
ties. Students participated in a 
pre-survey, teacher led lesson and 
daily public service announce¬ 
ments about suicide and related 


high-risk behaviors. The last 
activity was a post - survey that 
provided a way for students to 
confidentially request additional 
information or a follow-up con¬ 
tact regarding any personal con¬ 
cerns relative to the information 
presented. 

Later this year the SOS class¬ 
room materials will be incorpo¬ 
rated in the personal wellness 
units that are a part of the 
required health course that is 
taken during the freshman or 
sophomore year at Pendleton 
County High School. 


It T s time to start repaying those student loans 


If you finished college in May 
and have student loans, it’s almost 
time to begin repaying them. 
These tips from the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA) may help. 

One of the smartest things 
you can do is pay more than your 
scheduled payment amount. The 
extra is applied to the principal, 
so you will pay less interest over 
the life of your loan. 

You should let your lender 
know if you change your name, 
address or phone number; if 
something changes your status, 
such as going back to school; or if 
you have problems making your 
payments. 

You have several repayment 
plans from which to choose. The 
standard repayment plan calls for 
equal monthly payments over 10 
years. The minimum monthly 


payment is usually $30. Other 
options include: 

• Graduated repayment, 
which starts with lower repay¬ 
ment amounts that get higher 
over the maximum 10-year peri¬ 
od. 

• Income-sensitive repayment, 
with monthly payments based on 
gross income. 

• Income-based or income- 
contingent repayment, with 
monthly amounts based on 
income and family size.

Cats split with Country Day, Dayton on gridiron 


The Labor Day weekend 
began for the Pendleton Wildcats 
with a trip across the river to face 
Cincinnati Country Day. The 
Indians were far from hospitable, 
racking up a 48-0 victory. 

Some of the same issues that 
plagued the team in an opening 
night loss to Carroll County 
doomed the Wildcats again. 
Early special teams turnovers 
inside the Wildcat 20-yard line 
led to a pair of Country Day 
scores. 

“There’s still some things we 
see on film that we have to fix in 
order to be successful,” com¬ 
mented coach Terry Brown. “We 
have to make better choices on 
special teams, and absolutely 
need to tackle better.” 

Even with a loss, Brown spoke 
highly of his team’s resilience. 

“We had an 8 a.m. film ses¬ 
sion on Saturday morning, and 
even after a late night, and a long 
bus ride home, we had perfect 
attendance, and everyone came 
ready to work. The guys know 
what’s ahead of them, and these 
things can be fixed." 

The following week would 
bring a game with Dayton and 
some changes in schemes on 
offense. Brown noted that Hunt¬ 
er Lea would be moved into the 
backfield to bring a 2-back set 
look along with Kyle Silbersack, 


and Austin Stull would see more 
touches as well. 

This past Friday brought a 
trip to Dayton to face the 
Greendevils. 

The halftime score read 21-6 
in favor of Dayton. The 
Greendevils took advantage of 
poor snaps on special teams, one 
leading to a safety, and three 
more pinning the Wildcat 
defense back inside the 20 yard 
line, putting them at a disadvan¬ 
tage. 

Coach Terry Brown used the 
halftime break to make adjust¬ 
ments and send a message to his 
team as well. “I told the guys at 
halftime they were being pushed 
around on the line, which had 
put us in a 15 point hole. We also 
went to a pooch kick on punts 
which took care of our bad 
snaps.” 

A hostile Dayton crowd made 
for a tough environment all eve¬ 
ning, but the Wildcats fought 
back. 

“The team came out with a 
fire in their eyes like I haven’t 
seen all year. I was proud of the 
effort and intensity we showed in 
the second half.” 

Early in the fourth quarter, 
the effort and intensity paid off, 
as senior defensive back Gary 
Holland picked off an errant 
throw and scampered 40 yards to 


the end zone for a touchdown to 
bring the Wildcats within one at 
21-20. Coach Brown made no 
hesitation and elected to go for 
the 2-pt. conversion. 

“I live by the old football 
adage of go for the tie at home 
and the win on the road,” said 
Brown. The conversion pass 
came up incomplete, but a Day- 
ton penalty gave Pendleton 
County another chance. This 
time Kyle Silbersack took a hand- 
off and went over the top to give 
the cats a 22-21 lead, which they 
held onto until the final horn 
sounded. 

“We’re fixing our mistakes 
and making adjustments in all 
three phases of the game. I’ve 
been telling the guys that once 
we did this, we’d become a tough 
team, and we’re doing that now.” 

Up next for the Wildcats is a 
trip down U.S. 27 to face the 
Paris Greyhounds on Friday 
night. Paris is one of the more 
athletic teams Pendleton County 
will face all season and seeks to 
utilize their speed at all times. 

“Paris wants to spread the 
field and get you in one-on-one 
situations where their speed is a 
factor,” says Brown. 

The next home game is Sep¬ 
tember 20 against Bracken 
County which will be Home¬ 
coming Night.

4-H values service. By mak¬ 
ing a positive impact in their 
communities, 4-H’ ers learn valu¬ 
able leadership and citizenship 
skills that will help them become 
engaged and active adult com¬ 
munity members. In October, 
4-H’ers from Kentucky, Tennes¬ 
see, Florida and Virginia will 
participate in a 4-H Day of Ser¬ 
vice and give back to their local 
communities. 

4-H clubs are encouraged to 
think about ways they can better 
their communities by fulfilling 
needs and solving issues. While 
the official Day of Service is Oct. 
13, clubs can choose to set aside 
one day in the month of October 
to participate in a service project. 
This years theme, “Serving 
Those Who Serve Us,” focuses 
on military members and their 
families. According to data from 
Operation Military Homefront, 
Kentucky had more than 33,000 
active duty, Reserve or National 
Guard members with at least one 
military family located in each of 


the state’s 120 counties in 2010. 
The state also had about 34,000 
military children. Ten of the 20 
Kentucky counties claiming the 
highest numbers of military chil¬ 
dren are in areas where there are 
few to no support program 
options. 

This is the second year for the 
multi-state Day of Service. In 
2012, more than 3,200 young 
people and adult volunteers in 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Florida 
contributed 452 hours of com¬ 
munity service worth an esti¬ 
mated value of more than $32 
million.

Preparing Equipment for 
2013 Corn Crop 


Ways to help your friends 
who are dealing with cancer 



What a difference a year 
makes. Compare Kentucky’s 
drought damaged corn crop last 
year with the 2013 crop that is 
on track to be record-setting and 
wetter than average. To prepare, 
you should ready your handling 
equipment, dryers and storage 
bins well before harvest to mini¬ 
mize problems that can create 
unexpected delays. 

We suggest you follow the 
grain stream and thoroughly 
clean all equipment from the 
receiving pit or auger all the way 
through the system to bin 
unloading augers or conveyors. 
Remove all old grain, trash and/ 
or debris from nooks and cran¬ 
nies in conveyors, the dryer and 
storage bins. A wet-dry vacuum 
is preferred over a compressed air 
blower in hard-to-reach areas 
because it’s better to collect and 
dispose of the unwanted material 
rather than disperse it in the 
immediate area where it will 
attract birds, rodents and insects. 
While cleaning, inspect all con¬ 
veyors for excessive wear. Make 
sure drive assemblies and/or gear 
boxes are working well. It can 
take a day or two to thoroughly 
clean and inspect or repair all 
equipment in large facilities but 
the payoff is that incoming grain 
will be protected from possible 
contamination and subsequent 
spoilage, which could pay divi¬ 
dends during extended storage. 
Also, preventive maintenance 
ensures your equipment will be 
more dependable and efficient. 

Along with the predicted 
large crop, the extended weather 
forecast shows less than ideal 
field drying conditions, which 
further indicates that many grain 
dryers will be put to the test this 
year. You should make sure they 
are in top condition before har¬ 
vest begins because you’ll proba¬ 
bly need them sooner and longer 
than in recent, normal-crop 
years. Most manufacturers pro¬ 
vide a pre-harvest checklist for 


their equipment in the operator’s 
manual. Alternately, you may 
opt for your dealers to perform 
these checks this year to be sure 
it’s done by the book. 

While several private and 
commercial operations have 
recently replaced their dryer, 
many haven’t been used with 
high moisture corn (above 25 
percent) which takes longer to 
dry (reduces capacity) and can 
create a bottleneck in the harvest 
operation. Dryer operators 
should also expect to have a 
higher concentration of fines 
(small pieces of broken grain, 
dirt, chaff, and weed seeds) with 
high moisture corn, which can 
reduce airflow and delay drying 
further. Ideally, you’ll adjust 
combines to maximize cleaning 
and/or purchase a separate grain 
cleaner and use it to remove fines 
before they enter the dryer (first 
choice) or storage bin (second 
choice). Otherwise, you’ll need 
to remove fines from the dryer at 
least once a week and from the 
storage bin by coring after fill¬ 
ing. 

Before harvest, make sure 
you perform a general inspection 
of all electrical and/or gas con¬ 
nections. Disconnect power and 
open the service panel, junction 
boxes and covers on individual 
motor controls to look for insect 
nests that can create overheating, 
short-circuits or other problems. 
Likewise, check gas supply lines, 
fittings, connections and burner 
orifices in addition to test-firing 
the dryer to be sure the system is 
working well. 

Information on harvesting, 
handling, drying and storing 
corn is provided in the extension 
publication on corn manage¬ 
ment in Kentucky (ID-139), 
available online at http://www.

A cancer diagnosis is a life 
altering event for those diagnosed 
as well as for their friends and 
family. Unfortunately, cancer 
occurs far too often. The National 
Cancer Institute Surveillance Epi¬ 
demiology and End Results pro¬ 
gram estimated that in 2009, 
more than 12.5 million Ameri¬ 
cans were living with a cancer 
diagnosis. Breast and prostate can¬ 
cers were the two most common 
types. 

A cancer diagnosis can be very 
scary for the patient and their 
family members. As a friend, you 
may feel helpless and unsure about 
what you can do, but you can be 
helpful and supportive in many 
ways during this time of need. 

It is important to learn as 
much as you can about your 
friend’s diagnosis and treatment 
regimen. Perhaps your friend is 
willing and able to talk about it, 
but note that this can be an espe¬ 
cially emotional subject and time, 
especially for those recently diag¬ 
nosed. Let them tell you what 
they want you to know and don’t 
push for more information. You 
can also learn about a diagnosis 
from family members, other 
friends, physicians, helplines and 
various educational resources. 
Knowing this information can 
help you better understand and 
prepare yourself for the disease 
and treatments and be more 
empathic to your friend. 

Before visiting, call ahead and 
ask permission. If your friend has 
recently undergone chemotherapy 
or radiation, they may be too tired 
for visitors. Let them know it’s 


okay to say no. If they say no, you 
may want to make plans to visit in 
the future when they are feeling 
better. You can also set up a time 
to talk weekly on the phone. Let 
your friend know it’s okay if they 
don’t feel like answering when you 
call. 

Many times, cancer, its treat¬ 
ment and subsequent emotions 
can be overwhelming, so it may be 
hard for your friend to pinpoint 
ways you can help. Offer to help 
with specific tasks, such as baby¬ 
sitting, caring for a pet, shopping 
for groceries, doing laundry or 
preparing a meal for the family. 
You may also want to ask a spouse 
or family member for other things 
you can do to be helpful. Realize 
that they may decline your offer 
and if they do, you shouldn’t take 
it personal. 

Treat your friend as normal as 
possible. Offer to go for a walk 
with them. Talk about mutual 
hobbies and interests. If you both 
are interested in crafts, do a proj¬ 
ect together. Let them know you 
care and are thinking about them. 
Also let them know you’re there if 
they ever need to talk. 

Avoid giving them medical 
advice. While someone in your 
family may have had the same 
diagnosis, each individual’s condi¬ 
tion and treatment may vary, and 
their treatment regimen is a deci¬ 
sion they should make with guid¬ 
ance from their doctor.

The Pendleton Country Conser¬ 
vation District is sponsoring the 
local cost share program for Pendle¬ 
ton County Landowners, to help 
with the cost of cover crop wheat 
and/or rye cover crop seed. 

It’s time to think about cover 
crops! In recent years there has been 
a decline in the use of cover crops, 
since crops such as tobacco, silage 
corn, or even vegetable gardens are 
harvested late in the season. How¬ 
ever, without the winter cover, the 
soil is left to the mercy of wind, 
snow, water and ice. Remember also 
to be in compliance with your FSA 
(Food Security Act) Conservation 
Plan, you must sow your cover crop 
by the end of November. USDA 
recommends a rate of 90 pounds per 
acre. Cover crop is a vital compo¬ 
nent to your farming operations. 

Cover crops benefit both the foil 
and the subsequent nitrogen, recycle 
nutrients, provide grazing, reduce 
compaction, suppress weeds and 
pests, utilize excess soil moisture and 
improve water infiltration. 

This is the seventh (7) year that 
the Conservation District has set 


aside money to fund this program. 
After you have finished sowing all 
your cover crop, bring your receipt 
to the district office and fill out a 
short application. The district will 
pay 50% of the total cost of the cover 
crop wheat/rye seed that you used, 
up to maximum of $100 per land- 
owner. 

The receipt from the seed dealer 
must be made out to you with the 
amount of and kind of seed you 
purchased along with the total price. 

The Conservation Board meets 
on the third Tuesday evening of each 
month and will approve the applica¬ 
tions received. A check will be 
mailed to you. One application per 
landowner will be accepted and only 
one check will be issued. 

The program is now underway 
and will end on December 31, 2013 
or when the allotted funds have been 
depleted. Again this is for Pendleton 
County Landowners only!
